The  following  is  the  re 
markable  bearing  record  of 
nine  of  our  Extra  Special 
pecan  trees  set  out  the  last 
of  February,  1923,  for  Dr. 
D.  B.  Stevenson  of  Lumber- 
ton,  Miss.  Most  all  of  these 
trees  bore  pecans  the  first 
year  set  out.  They  were  our 
largest  size  trees  and  have 
been  given  the  very  best  at¬ 
tention  by  Dr.  Stevenson.  He 
has  fertilized  the  trees  very 
heavily  with  barnyard  ma¬ 
nure  and  worked  around 
them  often  so  that  weeds  and 
grass  would  not  get  the  fer¬ 
tilizer.  Results  have  been  re¬ 
markable.  The  record  that 
follows  was  carefully  kept  by 
Dr.  Stevenson  who  is  one 
of  the  best  known  physicians 
as  well  as  loved  and  re¬ 
spected  citizens  of  South  Mis¬ 
sissippi  and  is  absolutely  au¬ 
thentic  as  he  gathered  and 
weighed  the  pecans  himself. 
The  trees  bearing  the  heavi¬ 
est  crops  were  the  ones  most 
favorably  located.  Trees  with 
smallest  yields  were  greatly 
handicapped  by  being  near 
big  oaks,  sidewalks,  etc.  You 
will  please  notice  the  nuts 
were  gathered  in  October  and 
November  of  192? — actually 
before  the  trees  had  been  set 
in  the  ground  three  years.

Unusual  Yields  that  are  Usual  Harvests 

Instances  of  heavy  yields  are  not  uncommon.  Here’s  a  man  in  our  own  State  that  produced 
200  pounds  of  nuts  on  an  18  year  old  tree,  and  yet  another  man  produced  273  pounds  one 
year  on  an  18  year  older,  and  two  years  later  330  pounds  off  the  same  tree.  One  of  our  cus¬ 
tomers  bought  two  trees  for  shade  and  eight  years  later  got  100  pounds  of  nuts  off  the  two 
trees,  selling  half  of  them  for  $25.00.  And  so  on — we  could  name  hundreds  of  instances,  in¬ 
cluding  one  of  our  women  customers  who  wrote  she  would  not  take  less  than  $30,000  for  her 
pecan  grove  of  Bass  bred-up  trees.  Please  refer  to  Page  9  of  this  book  and  read  of  some  typi¬ 
cal  pecan  investments. 

Bass  bred-up  trees  usually  bear  the  third  year,  after  transplanting,  though  they  often  produce 
nuts  before.  In  fact,  we  have  thousands  of  trees  in  our  nursery  that  bear  tiuts  before  they  are 
3  feet  high.  See  actual  photograph  on  Page  10. 


Floods  and  Pecans 

Pecans  withstood  the  recent  floods  of  Mississippi  River  Valley  better  than  any  other  tree  or 
plant.  We  don’t  believe  that  any  pecan  trees  will  die,  after  set  out  three  or  four  years  and 
well  established,  if  not  overflowed  for  more  than  two  or  three  weeks  at  a  time. 


Bass  Trees  Withstand 
Heavy  Winds! 

Some  people  fear  that  heavy  winds  will  blow  down  pecan  trees, 
but  have  you  ever  seen  or  head  of  a  pecan  tree  being  blown 
down 1 

In  addition  to  pecan  trees  being  popular  for  shade,  they  are 
desired  about  a  home  because  they  don’t  blow  down  easily. 

A  young  pecan  tree  withstood  a  cyclone  on  our  place.  Notice 
photo.  A  barn  was  totally  wrecked  but  the  tree  beside  it  was 
unharmed,  atid  is  now  bearing  nuts  heavily. 

At  Purvis,  Mississippi,  years  ago,  practically  every  building 
and  every  tree,  but  pecan  trees,  were  blown  down.  Pecan  trees 
have  that  faculty  of  being  deep  rooted — they  laugh  at  wind¬ 
storms.

—and  Com 

The  farmer  or  plantation  owner  who  plants 
cotton  or  corn  each  year  is  absolutely  depend' 
ent  upon  the  weather  and  the  constant  price 
fluctuations. 

How  much  better  it  would  be  to  have  a  steady 
income  from  pecans  and  not  have  to  worry  about 
spells  of  dry  weather  or  wet  weather,  droughts, 
and  floods.  Pecans  are  so  different  from  cotton, 
corn,  and  other  crops.  They  are  a  permanent 
crop.  Plant  once  for  always.  First  cost  is  last 
cost.  There  is  no  planting  each  year,  and  no 
weather  or  price  worries,  nor  are  there  stalks  to 
later  get  rid  of.  There  is  always  a  ready  market 
for  pecans.  See  page  18. 

You  could  still  plant  cotton,  corn,  etc.,  be' 
tween  the  rows,  or  plant  pecans  between  the 
rows  of  your  regular  crops.  Plant  for  the  fu' 
ture,  instead  of  possible  crop  "failures.  Let  Na' 
ture  provide  an  annual  income  without  having 
to  slave  for  it  each  year. 
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But  Plant  Other  Crops  Between  the  Rows 

The  finest  crops  to  grow  with  pecans  are  peas,  beans,  clovers  or  other  leguminous 
crops,  for  these  enrich  the  soil  and  build  it  up.  In  addition  to  these,  here  at  Lum' 
berton  we  grow  cotton,  corn,  sweet  potatoes,  watermelons,  and  all  kinds  of  truck. 
Also  strawberries  and  fruits.  You  might  as  well  use  that  land.  See  pages  22,  23, 
24,  25  for  fruits  to  plant.

We  employ  from  1UU  to  150  men  at  all  times. 
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It  will  pay  you  to  buy  up  some  good  land  cheap  and  plant  it 
in  pecans — or  to  secure  certain  land  already  planted  in  them, 
but  be  sure  that  the  trees  are  growing  and  healthy,  and  the 
grove  is  in  good  condition.  Get  expert  advice! 

While  your  pecan  trees  are  maturing  you  could  put  the  land 
to  other  crops.  In  fact,  you  could  continue  to  cultivate  that 
land  between  the  rows.  However,  with  the  income  to  be  de' 
rived  from  pecans  later  on  you  may  not  care  to  bother  or  worry 
about  the  one  time  crops  that  are  dependent  upon  the  weather 
and  continual  market  price  changes.

All  Bass  Trees  have  good  substantial  root  systems,  or  they  are  cast  aside  as  “culls”  and  sold 
as  seconds,  along  with  any  other  trees  with  imperfections.  Thus,  are  you  absolutely  assured  of 
well  rooted  trees,  with  properly  developed  root  systems  and  a  strain  from  a 
healthy  bearing  parent,  resulting  from  our  grafting  or  budding  all  trees  sold. 

Notice  the  illustration.  Typical  3  to  4  foot  Bass  bred-up  papershell  pecan 
trees.  See  the  strong  straight  trunks  and  the  fine  spread  of  root  growth.  Do 
they  bear  early? — thousands  begin  to  bear  while  still  in  our  nursery! 


All  trees  are  guaranteed  to  reach  you  in 
excellent  condition,  if  taken  out  immediately 
upon  arrival,  or  we  will  replace  the  trees, 
provided  complaint  is  made  with  railroad 
agents. 


Care  in  Packing 

No  other  nursery,  anywhere,  packs  trees  as 
we  do!  We  dig  deeper  to  get  all  the  roots  and 
then  we  pack  them  carefully  with  damp  moss. 
The  upper  parts  of  the  trees  are  packed  with  oat 
straw  to  protect  them  from  being  skinned  or 
bruised.  The  entire  trees  are  then  wrapped  in 
waterproof  and  airproof  paper  to  keep  the  mois¬ 
ture  in  and  the  air  out,  and  are  then  securely 
covered  with  burlap  to  keep  out  the  sun,  wind 
and  air.  Such  packing  requires  experts.  Thus 
the  trees  are  well  protected  to  reach  you  in  ex¬ 
cellent  condition.

They  are  Bred  Up! 

Pecans  have  that  tendency  to  breed  back  to  the  way  they  were  produced  ages  ago. 
Even  if  you  plant  a  large  pecan,  it’s  almost  sure  to  bear  a  tiny  nut,  as  illustrated. 

Through  budding  and  grafting,  such  large  fine  tasty  nuts  have  been  produced.  So 
to  get  fine  nuts,  budded  or  grafted  trees  must  be  planted.  No  planted  pecan  will 
reproduce  the  parent  tree  in  all  respects.  You  can’t  plant  even  the  biggest  pecans 
and  expect  to  grow  trees  that  will  reproduce  those  same  nuts. 

All  Bass  trees  are  bred-up  from  heavy  bearing  parents,  from  our  own  orchards. 
We  do  both  budding  and  grafting — each  tree  is  either  budded  or  grafted,  for  each 
method  is  equally  as  valuable  and  productive.

By  actual  comparative  tests,  in  all  sections  of  the  South  our 
trees  are  making  records  from  the  standpoint  of  earliest  bearing, 
heaviest  yields  and  quality  of  nuts. 

Many  nurserymen  sell  stock  propogated  from  trees  which  have 
never  borne  a  nut — but  when  you  buy  Bass  trees  you  \now  that 
they  are  bred-up  budded  or  grafted  Papershell  Pecans,  whose 
buds  or  grafts  are  selected  from  early  and  heavy  bearing  parent 
trees  RAISED  IN  OUR  OWN  ORCHARDS.  We  know  the 
nuts  that  these  parent  trees  produce  and  the  history  of  those 
trees.  Each  tree  sold  by  us  is  grown  for  high  quality  and  for 
the  purpose  of  producing  large  and  satisfactory  profits  for  our 
customers. 


Tree  Topping 

Poor  trees  are  high  at  any  price.  Many  have  bought  these 
elsewhere  that  won’t  bear  a  nut,  and  we’ve  had  to  come  in  to 
save  the  wreck  by  tree-topping  and  budding  with  our  bred-up 
stock. 

Tree-topping  and  budding  is  a  special  craft  and  we  are  pre¬ 
pared  to  perform  this  service,  going  anywhere  to  rejuvenate 
non-bearing  orchards,  provided  there  is  large  number  of  trees  to 
topwork.

This  is  the 
most  popular  of  the  improved  varieties,  and  has  been  planted  more  extensively  than 
any  other.  The  tree  is  vigorous,  resists  scab,  and  bears  regularly.  An  early  and  a 
heavy  bearer.  The  nuts  are  large  and  well  filled,  the  kernel  being  plump  with  a  meat 
content  of  49%  and  a  good  flavor.  This  nut  is  the  easiest  to  grow,  sells  well  on  the 
market  and  brings  a  high  price. 

In  every  crop  there  is  usually  one  particular  variety  that  is  the  most  popular  be' 
cause  it  is  the  most  profitable  and  the  most  satisfactory  all  the  way  around. 

The  Bass  bred'up  Stuarts  have  proved  successful,  and  we  recommend  this  variety 
most  highly.

Planting  Instructions 

and  Guide  for  Care  of  Trees 

The  sooner  you  set  out  your  pecan  trees  the  better  will  be  your  prospects  for  them  living, 
the  more  vigorous  will  they  grow  up,  and  the  earlier  they  will  begin  to  bear.  Set  out  pecan 
trees  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  leaves  shed  in  the  Fall,  in  November,  December,  January  or 
February,  but  better  wait  a  few  days  until  you  can  set  the  trees  out  right  and  give  them  attention 
instead  of  rushing  them  through  in  a  careless  manner.  Even  if  you  cannot  set  your  trees  early, 
boo\  your  order  now,  so  we  may  reserve  some  of  our  finest  trees  for  you.  Heed  the  instructions 


How  Many  Trees  to  the  Acre? 

On  lands  of  only  fair  fertility  plant  trees  every  50  feet, 
but  we  generally  recommend  every  60  feet  each  way  for 
average  land,  which  will  give  you  12  trees  to  the  acre. 
If  the  ground  is  very  rich,  plant  70  feet  apart,  which  will 
give  you  9  trees  to  the  acre.  If  trees  are  planted  about 
the  home  for  shade  purposes,  they  may  be  placed  40  feet 
apart  with  good  results,  but  generally  speaking,  figure  on 
every  60  feet — 12  to  the  acre.  Notice  the  charts.  You 
can  get  more  trees  to  the  acre  by  the  triangle  method  of 
planting  (14  as  against  12). 


To  plant  the  square  method,  take  an  ordi- 
nary  L-square  and  place  on  ground  in  order 
to  get  your  lines  true.  Sight  and  place  a 
stake  sixty  (preferably)  feet  away  on  each 
line  until  you  reach  the  ends  of  the  field. 
Then  stake  off  on  parallel  lines  at  every  sixty 
feet  and  plant  trees  at  each  stake.  Planting 
sixty  feet  apart,  you  have  12  trees  to  the  acre. 

Triangle  Method 

By  planting  the  triangle  method  you  get 
more  trees  to  the  acre,  and  besides  all  trees 
are  exactly  sixty  feet  apart  in  ALL  directions. 
To  get  a  true  equilateral  triangle  easily, 
drive  a  stake  in  the  corner  of  the  field.  Then 
with  aid  of  an  L-square  find  stakes  along  the 
outside  lines.  In  order  to  get  proper  and 
exact  distance  inward  toward  the  field,  get 
a  wire  sixty  feet  long.  Attach  to  stake.  Get 
another  wire  of  same  length  and  attach  to 
next  stake.  Let  one  man  make  an  arc  with 
his  wire  and  another  man  an  arc  with  his. 
When  the  two  wires  meet,  properly  taut, 
drive  stake  for  tree.  Work  from  that  stake 
and  so  on  until  field  is  covered. 


What  kind  of  Soil? 

Land  that  will  grow  hickory  or  oak  trees,  will 
grow  fine  pecans.  It  has  also  been  well  said  that 
any  land  that  will  grow  cotton  will  grow  pecans. 
Well  drained  land  is  needed  for  best  results. 
Practically  any  average  land  in  the  South  will 
grow  fine  pecahs.

Rules  for  Setting  Pecan  and  Fruit  Trees  Right 

Protect  the  Roots! 

Never  allow  the  roots  of  the  trees  to  become  dry  or  exposed  to 
the  atmosphere  for  any  length  of  time  from  the  time  they  reach 
you  until  they  are  set  in  the  ground. 

Wet  the  bundle  just  as  soon  as  you  can  and  if  not  ready  to  set 
out  at  once  dig  a  hole  and  put  roots  in  and  cover  up  well.  Place 
in  a  shady  place  if  possible. 

Set  your  trees  at  once  upon  arrival  or  heel'in  promptly  as  above. 


Plant  as  Deep  as  in  the  Nursery 

Set  the  tree  about  the  same  depth  it  stood  in  the  nursery. 

Fill  in  the  hole  with  the  best  top  soil,  packing  the  dirt  well 
around  the  roots,  especially  the  tap  root.  Keep  the  roots  of  the 
trees  out  straight  in  their  natural  position  and  do  not  bend  them 
down  by  the  tree. 


Dig  Large  Hole$--'Protect  the  Roots 

Have  a  large  hole  for  your  tree.  Three  feet  wide  and  three  feet 
deep  will  not  be  too  large  for  pecans.  Holes  about  12  inches  wide 
and  one  to  two  feet  deep  will  do  for  fruit  trees. 

Mix  thoroughly  with  the  soil  to  be  used  to  fill  in  the  hole  a  peck 
or  half  bushel  of  well  rotted  manure  or  compost  or  some  good 
guano,  being  very  careful  not  to  allow  it  to  come  into  contact  with 
the  roots  in  ANY  QUANTITY,  for  if  it  does  it  will  scald  them 
and  do  more  harm  than  good. 

Fertilize  Properly 

If  you  desire  to  plant  on  land  rather  poor  in  fertility,  thoroughly 
mix  with  the  soil  two  or  three  shovelsful  of  welbrotted  compost 
when  you  plant  the  tree,  or  one  or  two  pounds  of  bone  meal. 

The  best  fertilizer  after  the  tree  is  planted  is  to  scatter  manure 
around  the  trees.  The  more  the  better — one'half  to  one  bushel  to 
the  tree,  if  possible.  Do  not  bank  it  up  around  the  tree,  but 
scatter  it  around  for  two  or  three  feet.  When  it  rains  the  sub' 
stance  will  be  taken  down  to  the  roots.  Put  this  around  your  trees 
in  the  late  winter,  if  possible,  so  that  the  trees  will  be  able  to  get  a  fine  growth  in  the  spring. 
When  the  trees  are  old  enough  to  bear,  use  potash  in  some  form — wood  ashes  will  do. 

If  Soil  is  Dry 

If  the  soil  is  dry  when  the  trees  are  set,  it  is  a  good  idea  to  pour 
a  bucketful  of  water  to  each  tree  when  the  hole  is  nearly  filled,  and 
then  fill  the  hole  completely  up. 

Pour  one  bucketful  of  water  to  each  tree  once  a  week  during 
very  dry  spells  in  Summer.  Make  a  basindike  hole  at  the  base  of 
the  tree.  Pour  water  and  as  soon  as  it  is  soaked  in  good  fill  com' 
pletely  up  with  dry  dirt.  This  holds  in  the  moisture  and  also  keeps 
the  ground  from  baking.  If  you  cannot  pull  soil  back,  covering  the 
wet  earth  well,  DO  NOT  water  at  all.  Water  poured  on  top  of 
the  ground  and  left  this  way  does  more  harm  than  good,  as  it  causes  the  earth  about  to 

bake  and  the  tree  to  scald. 

Cultivate  for  four  to  six  feet  around  each  tree  thoroughly  all  during  the  Summer.  Never 
let  grass  or  weeds  grow  up  around  your  trees.  Keep  the  ground  dug  up  and  soft  at  all  times.

Cultivate  the  Ground 

Cultivate  for  four  to  six  feet  around  each  tree  thoroughly  all 
during  the  Summer.  Pecan  trees  do  best  where  the  land  is  cultb 
vated  well.  Our  own  experience  has  taught  us  that  no  tree  responds 
to  care  and  cultivation  better  than  the  papershell  pecan.  Frequent 
shallow  cultivation  is  best.  Keep  weeds  and  grass  down  for  they 
take  the  moisture  and  nourishment  needed  badly  by  the  young 
growing  pecan  trees. 


Suitable  Crops  to  Grow  with  Pecans 

The  finest  crops  to  grow  with  pecans  are  peas,  beans,  clovers  or 
other  leguminous  crops,  for  these  enrich  the  soil  and  build  it  up. 
In  addition  to  these,  here  at  Lumberton  we  grow  cotton,  corn, 
sweet  potatoes,  watermelons,  and  all  kinds  of  truck.  Also  straw' 
berries  and  fruits.  You  might  as  well  use  that  land.  See  pages

- - - Special  Notice  About  Fertilizer—— — — — 

Recent  experiments  in  our  own  orchards  have  shown  us  that  one  pound  of 
nitrate  of  soda  or  sulphate  of  ammonia  for  each  year  the  tree  has  been  planted 
will  be  of  great  benefit  and  cause  the  trees  to  grow  very  fast.  Merely  spread  it 
around  the  trees  for  two  or  three  feet  and  hoe  or  dig  in  well.  This  can  be  done 
at  any  time  from  April  1st  to  last  of  June,  usually  the  earlier  the  better. 


Care  of  Young  Trees 

No  pruning  is  necessary  after  you  once  get  the  trees  branching 
high  enough.  The  larger  trees  we  sell  will  branch  high  enough 
anyway,  but  the  smaller  trees  have,  to  have  sprouts  cut  off  occa' 
sionally  that  come  out  on  the  body  of  the  tree  until  the  branches 
get  high  enough.  This  may  be  done  at  any  time  required,  either 
summer  or  winter.  We  do  not  let  our  own  pecan  trees  start 
branching  lower  than  shoulder  high.  They  look  better  and  you  can 
work  around  them  better  where  they  are  not  allowed  to  head 
too  low. 

Bass  Trees  Come  Pruned,  Ready  to  Plant 

We  endeavor  to  send  out  properly  pruned  trees,  just  as  if  we 
were  going  to  plant  them  ourselves,  leaving  the  planter  nothing  to 
do  but  to  set  them  out.  The  taller  grades  of  trees  should  be  top' 
trimmed,  as  it  balances  the  top  against  unavoidable  loss  of  some 
roots  when  the  tree  is  transplanted.  Proper  pruning  insures  the 
tree  living  and  a  good  growth.  Where  trees  are  properly  pruned, 
handled  and  planted,  there  is  no  reason  why  any  of  them  should 
die.  Our  prices  are  made  on  the  height  of  the  trees  when  dug. 
When  properly  top'trimmed,  the  height  is  often  materially  reduced. 
Therefore ,  if  the  height  of  a  trimmed  tree,  when  received,  is  less 
than  the  catalog  height,  this  is  the  explanation.  We  measure  our  trees  from  the  ground  up 
and  not  from  the  tip  of  the  tap  root  as  many  nurserymen  do.  Our  3  to  4  feet  trees  are  often 
as  large  as  their  “5  to  6  feet”  trees — we  don’t  charge  for  the  roots.  You  pay  us  for  a  smaller 
size  tree.
